Washington.—Reported flood losses 
during the year ending June 30, 1023, 
totaled $36,591,362, while the value of 
portable property saved by flood warn­ 
ings was given in admittedly incom­ 
plete returns as $4,240,465, according 
to the weathty bureau of the United 
.States Department of Agriculture. 
The outstanding floods of the year 
were those In the Arkansas river from 
eastern Kansas to the mouth, the N eo­ 
sho river of Kansas and Oklahoma, and 
the Cimarron and North Canadian riv­ 
ers of Oklahoma. 
Four weeks of al­ 
most continuous and frequently ex c es­ 
sive rains brought about these floods, 
and the crest stages were, as a rule, 
higher than any previous recorded. 
Coming as they did at a season of 
matured wheat and growing corn and 
other crops, and covering in southeast­ 
ern Kansas and northeastern Oklahoma 
alone nearly 300,000 acres of highly 
productive lands, the floods caused Ids,* 
and damage, very Incompletely report­ 
ed, to the value of $27,884,2<k), <>f 
which by far the greater portion was 
in 
crops matured 
and 
prospective. 
During the great Mississippi valley 
floods of 1922 the total losses as re­ 
torted were $17,087,790, nearly $11,- 
000,000 less than In the Arkansas and 
('anadlan valley floods, but the former 
flood came before the planting season 
had well set In, and, furthermore, the 
lands were protected by high levees. 
No flow! warnings, however accurate 
and timely, can prevent loss of crops 
and damage to fixed property, but mov­ 
able property, especially live stock, can 
be secured, and during this Arkansas 
valley flood live stock and other'prop- 
erty to the value of $1,350,000 were 
reported as having been saved by the 
flood warnings of tile weather bureau. 


To Cut Glass Tubes. 
It Is iiald that the following Is a 
simple and effective way to cut glass 
tubes: 
First, with a Sharp triangular 
file draw a Ane line across the tube. 
Then, holding the two ends o f the tube 
firmly in the hands, bend It, pulling 
the two ends or halves apart at the 
same time. 
It will usually crack at 
tile scratch, with a smooth edge. If 
the tubing Is thick, it may be neces­ 
sary after making the scratch to start 
the crack by means of a red-hot bit 
of glass—for instance, the end of a 
stirring rod that has been heated over 
the flame of a lamp.

Residents No Longer Able 
to Earn Living. 


New York.—Out of the 28,000 na­ 
tive Inhabitants who, at one time con­ 
stituted the entire population of the 
Virgin islands, 8,000 of them are walk­ 
ing the streets of Harlem today. 
This 
unusual 
exodus 
from 
St 
Thomas, St. John and St. Croix to 
New York has been gaining impetus 
for two years. A feeling of apprehen­ 
sion exists among prominent "island­ 
ers" that, unless the economic status 
of the natives Is improved, two-thirds 
of those now remaining will be Har­ 
lem-bound 
just 
as 
soon 
as 
their 
finances will permit 
Opportunity to earn bread and but­ 
ter is the question of the moment in 
the Virgin Islands. 
The people are 
out of work. 
The scale of wages is 
from 12 to 22 cents an hour—when one 
Is fortunate enough to obtain employ­ 
ment, and then it is only for seven or 
ten days in a month. There is no such 
thing as steady employment 
Relations Send Money. 
"If work Is so scarce and the people 
can earn but little money, how do they 
manage to make their way to New 
York in such large numbers?" Roths­ 
child Francis, editor of the St. Thomas 
Emancipator, who Is In this country 
seeking to Impress officials at Wash­ 
ington‘with the gravity of the situa­ 
tion, was asked. 
"It cost8 $45 to travel steerage from 
St. Thomas to New York. Natives liv­ 
ing in New York send money to rela­ 
tives and friends and in this way the 
Virgin Islands are being steadily de­ 
populated," was the answer. 
Virgin Islanders have formed organi­ 
zations In Harlem and, through united 
effort on their part, the negro popula­ 
tion north of One Hundred and Twen­ 
ty-fifth street is being materially in­ 
creased. 
Prohibition Blamed. 
Prohibition Is primarily responsible 
for the economic plight of the islands 
purchased by the United States from 
Denmark in 1917 for $25,000,000, is the 
contention of Francis. 
"St. Thomas was famous for its bay 
nim and St. Croix equally as famous 
for Its sugar-cane rum, but now we are 
not permitted to make sugar-cane rum 
and there is little demand for bay rum 
in which there Is salicylic acid," Fran­ 
cis said. 
"St. Thomas has modem wharfs and 
can accommodate the higest ships, but 
no longer do they touch the islands to 
take on coal, oil or water. There are 
reasons for this unofficial boycott. 
Ships are not searched for liquor at 
Jamaica, 
the 
Barbados 
and 
other 
riorts, as at St. Thomas. 
Then they 
ii ive been made free ports of entry, 
while St. Thomas is a port of call and 
subjected to drastic quarantine regu­ 
lations. 
Constructive Measures. 
"With 
foreign 
ships 
refusing 
to 
much St. Thomas, there is hut little 
work for stevedores. Commerce Is at 
i standstill and the amount of money 
In circulation Is small. The legislators 
serve without pay. We are now asking 
loaders at Washington to have congress 
»nact remedial legislation enabling us 
ro deal with foreign ships the same as 
they do in Panama and the Philippines, 
two of the United States’ possessions, 
We do not want to engage In the traf­ 
fic of liquor—we only desire certain 
restrictive measures lifted.”

The recent litigation connected with 
an alleged breach of the bond of se­ 
crecy between a hank and its client 
has roused considerable interest in 
banking circles and the commercial 
world generally, says London Tlt-Blts, 
On entering the service of a bank, 
every clerk is compelled to make a 
declaration of secrecy, when he un­ 
dertakes to refrain from giving any 
information respecting the accounts of 
the bank’s clients. 
So important is this matter in the 
eyes of bank directors that in more 
than one big hank the staff have to 
sign this declaration annually, and 
are thus constantly reminded of the 
necessity for secrecy. 
Without this safeguard the busi­ 
ness man would lose faith In his 
banker; not only would it be unpleas­ 
ant to know that his business was 
made common knowledge, but In some 
cases the leaking out of details of 
some transactions might also lead to 
serious loss. 
Information about clients of a re­ 
stricted and guarded nature is often 
exchanged between bankers. 
It Is 
well known that a man’s best refer­ 
ence is his banker. 
Perhaps he has 
arranged to guarantee a friend’s over­ 
draft at another hank; the latter will 
ask for the name of the guarantor's 
bankers as a reference, and will In­ 
quire of them whether, in their opin­ 
ion, his standing is sufficient to war­ 
rant their acceptance of the guaranty. 
The phrase, "good for your require­ 
ments," is usually all that is neces­ 
sary to satisfy the applicants aa to 
the bona fides of the guarantor. 
So strict are the rules as to secrecy 
In a bank thnt the officials will now­ 
adays refuse to give information of 
any description over the telephone, 
even though the client himself is in­ 
quiring.

GEMS NOW IN U.S 


Emeralds Owned by C zar 
Put on Sale in New York.

A magnificent consignment of emer­ 
alds, identified here as from the crown 
of the czarina of Russia, has Just been 
cleared through the office of F. J. H. 
Kracke, appraiser of tile port of New 
York. 
By coincidence, tile identity of 
the Jewels was confirmed by Prince 
Yousoupoff, who was nt the time en­ 
deavoring to clear through the cus­ 
toms the $lvA0O,OOO worth of Russian 
Jewels he had brought to this country 
when he arrived on the Berengarla. 
Royal Regalia Intact. 
Pending further 
Investigation 
the 
name of the person to whom these 
Jewels are consigned cannot be di­ 
vulged. If the Jewels are authentic, as 
Prince Yousoupoff asserted them to 
be, their arrival may Indicate the dis 
patch of funds to this country by the 
Russian Soviet government. 
Despite numerous allegations that 
Russian 
"crown” 
Jewels 
had 
been 
smuggled out of Russia and were for 
sale in various parts of the world, It 
has been definitely established that al­ 
most the entire royal regalia of the 
old regime Is In the custody of the 
Soviet in a strong room In the Krem­ 
lin in Moscow. 
Experts employed bx 
that government have carefully exam 
ined all of the items of the regalia 
and have compared their list with the 
pre-revolutionary 
Inventories of the 
jewels. They found that the more Im­ 
portant pieces are practically Intact. 
The crown of the czarina, particular­ 
ly the crown containing great emer­ 
alds, Is considered certain to have 
been on this list. 
Haskell Saw Jewels In Russia. 
One of the most authentic witnesses 
to the existence of the Jewels In tho 
Soviet’s hands is Col. William H. Has 
kell, head of the Hoover relief expedi­ 
tion In Russia, 
lie saw’ the Jew**!*- 
himself and has told of their complete 
I ness. 
The Soviet government has always 
insisted that these Jewels were It*8 
legitimate property and It was said 
to have been the plan of Lenin never 
to let them fall Into the hands of 
smugglers or any sort of devious trade.
